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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently Amended) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket, comprising: 
an axle tube mounting portion; and 

a brake caliper mounting portion; 

wherein, the axle lube mounting portion is constructed and arranged to engage a pordon 
of a wheel mount, tlie wheel mount being attachable to an axle tube» to place the brake caliper 
mounting portion in alignment with a wheel mounting portion of the wheel moun t, wherein the 
axle tube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are aligned at an an^le to 
one another which is equal to an angle between axes of the axle lube and the wheel mounting 
portion of the wheel mount, the angle being greater than 0"^- 

2. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim I, wherein the axle 
tube mounting poition includes a flange portion for engaging the wheel mount 

3. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 2« wherein the flange 
portion includes a plurality of through bores arranged in a circle around the flange to align with 
a plumlity of threaded bores in the axle lube and accommodate threaded fasteners engaged 
with the threaded bores in the axle tube. 

4. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 3, wherein the flange 
portion includes a central through bore through which a portion of the wheel mount can be 
positioned when ihe wheel mount is mounted to the axle tube. 

5. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 4, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion includes a bore configured and sized u> snugly fit over an exterior 
surface of the axle tube. 
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6. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 4, wherein the axle 
Cube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are separate portioiu of a single 
component. 

7. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 4, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are separate components, 
attachable to one another. 

8. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 7, and further 
comprising: 

a caliper portion attached to the brake caliper moundng portion; and 
a separate cap poition attachable to the caliper portion to clamp the bracket around an 
external surface of the axle mbe. 

9. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 8, wherein at least one 
of the caliper portion and the cap portion is attached to the axle tube mounting portion with at 
least one threaded fastener. 

10. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 9, wherein die cap 
portion is attached to the caliper portion with at least two bolts engaging the two portions, the 
two bolls aligned generally in a plane normal to an axis of the axle tube when the bracket is 
mounted to the axle tube. 

1 1 . (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion includes a bore configured and sized to snugly fit over an exterior 
surface of the axle lube. 

12. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1 , wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and die brake caliper mounting portion are separate portions of a single 
component. 
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13. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1 , wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and the brake calip^ mounting portion are separate components, 
attachable to one another. 

14. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 13, and further 
comprising: 

a caliper portion attached to the brake caliper mounting portion; and 
a separate cap portion attachable to the caliper portion to clamp the bracket around an 
external surface of the axle tube. 

15. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 14, wherein at least 
one of the caliper portion and the cap portion is attached to the axle tube mounting portion with 
at least one threaded fastener. 

1 6. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1 S» wherein the cap 
portion is attached to the caliper portion with at least two bolts engaging the two portions, the 
two bolts aligned generally in a plane normal to an axis of the axle tube when the bracket is 
mounted to the axle tube. 

17. (Cancelled) 

18. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1 » and further 
comprising the ^heel mount. 

19. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1« and further 
comprising the axle mbe. 

20. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 1, wherein, there is 

direct engagement between the axle cube mounting portion and the wheel mount.

23. (Cuirently Amended) A disk brake caliph mouncing bracket, comprising: 
an axle Uibe mounting portion; and 

a brake caliper raounting portion; 

whei'ein, the axle tnbe mounting portion is constructed and arranged to engage an end 
surface of an axle tube to place the brake caliper mounting portion in alignriient with a wheel 
mounting portion of a wheel moimt attachable to the axle tube , wherein the axle tube mounting 
portion and the brake yaliper mounting portion are aliened at an angle to one another which is 
equal to an angle between axes of the axle lube and the wheel mounting portion of the wheel 
mounts the angle bring greater than 0*^. 

24. (Ori^nal) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 23» wherein the axle 
lube moundng portion includes a flange portion for engaging the wheel mount. 

25. (Original) A disk brake caliper moundng bracket as in claim 24, wherein the flange 
pordon includes a plurality of through bores arranged in a circle around the flange to align with 
a plurality of threaded bores in the axle tube and accommodate threaded fasteners engaged 
with the threaded bores in the axle tube. 

26. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 25, wherein the flange 
pordon includes a central through bore through which a portion of the wheel mount can be 
positioned when die wheel mount is mounted to the axle tube. 

27. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 26, wherein the axle 
cube mounting portion includes a bore configured and sized to snugly fit over an exterior 
surface of the axle tube. 
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28. (Original) A disk biake caliper mounting brackec as in claim 26, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are separate portions of a single 
component. 

29. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 26, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are separate components, 
attachable to one another. 

30. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claun 29, and further 
comprising: 

a caliper portion attached to the brake caliper mounting portion; and 
a separate cap portion attachable to the caliper portion to damp the bracket around an 
externa] surface of the axle tube. 

3 1 . (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 30, wherein at least 
one of the caliper portion and die cap portion is attached to the axle tube mounting portion with 
at least one threaded fastener. 

32. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 31, wherein the cap 
portion is attached to the caliper portion with at least two bolts engaging the two portions, the 
two bolls aligned generally in a plane normal to an axis of the axle tube when the bwket is 
mounted to the axle lube. 

33. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claun 23, wherein the axle 
tube moundng portion includes a bore configured and sized to snugly fit over an exterior 
surface of the axle tube. 
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34. (Origmal) A disk brake caliper mounting brackel as in claim 23, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are separate portions of a single 
component. 

35. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 23, wherein the axle 
tube mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting pordon are separate components, 
attachable to one another. 

36. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 35, and further 
comprising; 

a caliper portion attached to the brake caliper mounting pprdon; and 
a separate cap portion attachable to the caliper portion to clamp the bracket around an 
external surface of the axle tnbe. 

37. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 36, wherein at least 
one of the caliper portion and the cap portion is attached to the axle tube mounting portion with 
at least one threaded fastener. 

38. (Ori^nat) A disk brake caliper moundng bracket as in claim 37, wherein the cap 
pordon is attached to the caliper pordon wilh at least two bolts engaging the two portions, the 
two boits aligned generally in a plane normal to an axis of the axle tube when the bracket is 
mounted to the axle tube.

40. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 23, and further 
comprising the wheel mount. 

41 . (Original) A disk brake caliper moimling bracket as in claim 23, and further 
comprising the axle tube. 
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42. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 23, wherein, there is 
direct engagement between the axle tube mounthig portion and the wheel mount.

45. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 23, wherein a portion 
of the axle tube mounting pordon is constructed and arranged to be clamped between the axle 
tube and the wheel mount 

46. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 26, wherein a portion 
of the axle tube moundng pordon is constructed and arranged to be clamped.between the axle 
tube and the wheel mount. 

47. (Original) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket as in claim 3 1 » wherein a portion 
of the axle tube monnting portion is constructed and arranged to be clamped between the axle 
tube and the wheel mount. 

48. (Currently Amended) A disk brake caliper mounting bracket, comprising: 
an axle tube mounting portion; and 

a bi'ake caliper mounting portion, the axle tube mounting portion and the brake caliper 
mounting poition being aligned at an angle to one another; 

wherein, the axle tube mounting portion is constructed and arranged to be clamped 
between an end surface of an axle lube and a wheel mount lo place the brake caliper mounting 
portion in alignment with a wheel mounting portion of the wheel mount , wherein the axle tube 
mounting portion and the brake caliper mounting portion are aliened at an angle to one another 
which is equal to an angle between axes of the axle tube and the wheel mounting oonion of the 
wheel mount the angle being greater than 0^ . 
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49. (Cancelled) 

50- (CuTTendy Amended) A method for accurately positioning a disk brake caliper with 
respect to a wheel mount, comprising: 

acquiring a reference surface on one of an axle tube and a wheel mount, the reference 
surface being perpendicular to a longitudinal axis of the axle tube when the wheel mount is 
attached to the axle tube; 

determining a desired alignment angle of the disk brake caliper with respect to the 
longitudinal axis of the axle tube; 

providing a disk brake caliper mounting bracket that includes an axle tube mounting 
portion for engaging the reference surface and a brake caliper mounting portion angled with 
respect to the axle tube mounting portion at the desired alignment angl e, wherein the desired 
alignment angle is eamtl to an anjgle between axes of the axle tube and a wheel monnting 
portion of the wheel mount, the angle beinp sweater than 0^ : 

positioning the axle tube mounting portion against the reference surface; 

rotating the disk brake caliper niounting bracket with respect to one of the axle lube and 
the wheel mount to position the disk brake caliper mounting bracket at a desired 
circumferential position; 

locking the disk brake caliper mounting bracket in the desired position; and 

mounting the disk brake caliper to the brake caliper mounting portion. 

51. (Original) A method as in claim 50, and further comprising: 

positioning the brake caliper mounting portion at a desired radial distance from the 
longitudinal axis of the axle tube. 

52. (Original) A method as in claim SO, wherein locking the disk brake caliper 
mounting bracket in the desired position comprises clamping llie disk brake caliper mounting 
bracket between the axle tube and the wheel mount. 
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
